HISTORY 


Early in the forties the village of Richmond, on 
the Delaware, began to assume considerable propor- 
tions, and the permanency of the place being rea- 
sonably assured, in the year 1846 it was considered 
advisable to gather together a congregation favora- 
ble to the Protestant Episcopal form of worship and 
organize a parish. In furtherance of this object a 
number of persons met on the 27th of October, 1846, 
and by a formal resolution decided that it was “ex- 
pedient” to organize and form a Protestant Episco- 
pal congregation and that the name of the church 
be “The Church of the Messiah, Port Richmond,” 
after which an election for vestrymen took place, 
resulting in the choice of the following persons: 
Thomas H. Powers, Arthur G. Coffin, Joseph H. 
Hildebrun, John Bohlen, Jr., Lewis R. Ashhurst, 
Thomas Robinson, Marshall Hill, Harry Conrad, 
David Woelpper, John W. Thomas, Matthcw Mc- 
Paul and Richard Mofft. 

On the 30th of October the organization was per- 
fected by the unanimous election of the Rev. John 
Gordon Maxwell as rector. Mr. Maxwell retained 
the rectorship but three months, when the Rev. 
Samuel Hazlehurst was elected, his salary being 
fixed at $400 per annum. On the 27th of January, 
1847, the organization was duly incorporated. 

No permanent home had been secured and the 
question was, Where to build? 

Anxiety about location was definitely settled by 
the tender of an eligible site on Huntingdon street, 
east of Thompson, by Dr. B. S. Janney. 

Several architects were asked to submit plans. 
The one finally adopted was that of James Notman. 
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On the 20th of May the corporation was admitted 
into union with the Convention. The perfected plans 
being received and ground broken, the corner-stone 
of the new church was laid June 28, the Rt. Rev. 
Alonzo Potter, Bishop of Pennsylvania, officiating, 
assisted by the rector, Rev. Samuel Hazlehurst. Sev- 
eral choirs from the city assisted in the service. 
Among those present were Rev. Messrs. Newton 
and Harris. 

The Building Committee consisted of Messrs. 
George L. Harrison, Robert Henderson, John L. 
Goddard, John J. Reese and Thomas A. Newhall. 
So energetic were they in the discharge of their 
duty that by Christmas Day the basement was ready 
for occupancy, and the Feast of the Incarnation was 
observed there. 

The superstructure was pushed to completion so 
rapidly that the congregation was able to worship 
in the church on Easter Day, April 23, 1848, and 
order was taken for its consecration on the following 
day. Accordingly, on the 24th of April, 1848, the 
new edifice was “consecrated and set apart and 
iienceforth separated from all unhallowed, ordinary 
and common uses, and dedicated to Almighty God,” 
by Bishop Potter. 

The service began at 11 o’clock. The Sentence 
of Consecration was read by the rector, Rev. Sam- 
uel Hazlehurst. Morning Prayer was begun by the 
Rev. Mr. Maxwell, of Emmanuel Church, Kensing- 
ton. He was assisted by the Rev. Mr. Spackman, 
of St. Mark’s, Frankford; Rev. Mr. Howe, of St. 
Luke’s, Philadelphia. The Bishop preached. There 
were present of the Clergy, Rev. Messrs. Colhoun, J. 
M. Douglass, Fowles, Gardiner, Goddard, Hall, Har- 
ris, Miller, Quinan, Randell, Stratton, Suddards, 
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Van Pelt, Vaughan, Bowens, Dichl, Rodney and 
Wiltberger. 

In style the church is of the early English order 
of Gothic architecture, built in the form of a Latin 
cross, and has a seating capacity of 600. It cost 
about $6200. 

Regular services have been held ever since its 
consecration and many thousands have received 
from the ministrations of its various clergy consola- 
tion, admonition, the Word of Life, Baptism and 
Holy Communion. 

The following list indicates those who, as rec- 
tors, have ministered at its altar: Rev. John Gordon 
Maxwell, Rev. Samuel Hazlehurst, Rev. Joel Rud- 
derow, Rev. Reese C. Evans, Rev. T. P. Hutchinson, 
Rev. Jacob L. Miller, Rev. L. N. Voight, Rev. E. S. 
Widdemer and Rev. C. L. Fulforth. 

The latter took charge November 30, 1890. The 
Sunday School was then held in an illy-ventilated, 
badly lighted and unattractive basement. Almost 
the first thing upon assuming the rectorship, Mr. 
Fulforth undertook to secure more genial and com- 
modious quarters. By perseverance and energy he 
soon satisfied the long-fclt want, and the congrega- 
tion had the pleasure of possessing one of the most 
suitable and convenient parish houses in the city. 

The corner-stone was laid by Bishop Witaker on 
April 30, 1892. Besides the rector, the Revs. J. A. 
Goodfellow and B. J. Douglass were present. 

The new building corresponds in architecture 
with the church, and has ample accommodations for 
carrying on all the various activities of the parish. 

The fiftieth anniversary was observed October 25, 
1896, and a week of special services was held and 
sermons appropriate to the occasion were delivered, 
as follows:

October 25th, P. M.—Rev. J. N. Blanchard, D. D., 
“Historical Character of the Church.”

“Fifty Years in the Diocese of Penna.” 
October 28th, P. Mi—Rev. H. L. Duhring, D. D., 
“What Constitutes a Successful Parish.” 
October 29th, P. M.—Rev. H. R. Harris, D. D., 
“The Practical Value of a Church.” 
October 30th, P. M.—Rev. A. G. Mortimer, D. D., 
“The Holy Eucharist.” 
November 1st, P. M.—Rev. L. Bradley, 
“Witness Bearing.” 

During the incumbency of the present Rector 
many improvements have been made— 

The interior of the church has been changed. A 
wooden ceiling, the gift of Mrs. John W. Bain, was 
put in; a new organ, font, lights secured. 

In 1908 the Athletic Association reconstructed 
the chancel, putting in a hardwood floor. The 
Rector procured a new Altar (memorial to all the 
deceased in the parish), a brass sanctuary rail, brass, 
onyx and oak choir rail, brass lectern, the gift of 
Mr. William Grier and Mrs. Harry Boreland, in 
memory of their mother and sister; a brass, onyx 
and oak pulpit, from Mrs. J. W. Bain, in memoriam 
John W. and Howard Bain. 

The Altar cross was presented by Mrs. Jeremiah 
Raker in memory of her husband. 

The sterling Communion set was given by Mrs. 
Paul Norton. 

The piano for the Sunday School was the gift 
of Miss Jennie McGarvey. 
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The new carpet was donated by the Athletic As- 
sociation, 


The vested choir was the natural outgrowth of 
the times, and the desire of the choristers them- 
selves to be decently habited in the sanctuary. All 
vestments were provided by the boys and girls and 
given to the church. 


November 30, 1910, Rev. C. L. Fulforth celebrated 
his twentieth anniversary. A service commemora- 
tive of the occasion was held. Evening prayer was 
taken by Rev. H. J. Cook, D. D., Rev. J. H. Hay- 
man and the Rector. 


Rev. Samuel Upjohn, D. D., said the Service of 
Benediction of the New Chancel. 


Addresses were made by the Rev. John A. Good- 
fellow, Dean of the North Philadelphia Convoca- 
tion, Rev. G. L. Richardson, Rev. H. F. Fuller. 


Other clergymen present were: Rev. Joseph Man- 
uel, Rev. R. M. Doherty, Rev. R. G. Osborn. 

Through the efforts of the Rector new choir 
stalls, hymn tablets, credence, clergy seats and 
Bishop’s chair (the three latter given by Mrs. Paul 
Norton and Mr. Edwin Bain in memory of their 
mother, Mrs. John W. Bain) were secured. 

During the summer of 1912 an adequate steam 
heating plant was installed, greatly adding to the com- 
fort of all. 

Since the first of the year the church has been 
greatly beautified by the installation of nine memor- 
ial windows. From an artistic standpoint they will 
compare favorably with those in any of our 
churches. The color scheme is most pleasing. The 
central idea dominating the entire set is the Mes- 
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siah, each figure representing Jesus in some great 
act in the work of redemption. 

We sce Him as the Light of the World, the Sower, 
Saving Peter, Blessing Children, Saying, “Come 
unto Me,” in Gethsemane ; Carrying the Cross to 
Calvary; His Baptism. The most striking of all is 
the triple window facing on Huntingdon street. 
This represents three angels in the attitude of adora- 
tion, prayer and praise. It is in memory of the late 
Superintendent of the Sunday School, Mr. Adam 
Rutherford.

WARDENS AND VESTRY MEN 


By Rt. Rev. William Lawrence, D. D., Bishop of 
Massachusetts. 


What are the Duties of Church Wardens? 


‘The ancient traditions are that by them “Churches 
be kept in sufficient reparation,” “bread and wine 
be provided against every Communion,” “loiterers 
be not suffered near the church in time of Divine 
Service,” and “disturbers of Divine Service be pre- 
sented.” ‘These, with a few other traditions, suggest 
the Wardens’ dutics in three relations. 

(i), The Wardens have the general care of the 
fabric of the church, parish house and rectory. It 
is their duty to see not only that everything is kept 
in decent repair, but that the whole appearance of 
the buildings is worthy of God’s temple. It is for 
them and not for the Rector to see that the walls 
are well painted and the roof tight ; that the church 
lawn is well kept; that after a snow storm the 
church’s sidewalk be not the last one on the street 
to be cleaned; also that the interior of the church be 
well appointed ; that the carpets be whole, the walls 
and ceiling clean and free from weather stains, that 
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the chancel and pews be fresh and dustle§s. To 
them belongs the arduous duty of seeing that the 
church, which probably has no modern means of 
ventilation, is well ventilated, and that the tempera- 
ture of church and Sunday School is good. 

(2) The Wardens, with the Rector, prepare for 
the administration of the Holy Communion, and in- 
deed for all the services of the church. They are 
the bodyguard of the Rector, ready to respond to 
any reasonable request, quick to aid him in his work, 
attentive to his interests. 

They “receive the alms in a decent basin and 
teverently bring it to the priest.” It is a dignificd 
and representative act, that of the Wardens giving 
the alms of the people into the hands of the priest. 

(3) The Wardens guard and assist the devotions 
of the congregation. Whatever tends toward edifi- 
cation—the seating of the people, the reception of 
strangers, the provision for prayer books and hym- 
nals—falls within the Wardens’ province. 


What are the Duties of the Vestry? 

The Vestry, as a body, stands responsible for 
the financial condition of the parish. The duty of 
raising money cannot be given over to the Rector 
or the Treasurer or some active Vestryman. While 
one or another may take certain lines of work, the 
responsibility is with the whole Vestry ; and no good 
Vestryman will hear the Treasurer report a deficit 
or a delay in the payment of the Rector’s salary 
without a sense of shame and a resolution that he 
will try to prevent its happening again. Above all 
other institutions, the church should bear a high 
name for financial honor. Business integrity is cs- 
sential to the efficiency of a parish. 

There is, as a rule, money enough in the people’s 
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income to support the church. One discovers this 
when some object of special interest arises. I have 
known a parish raise enough money in a few weeks 
to purchase a fine organ, while their Rector, an 
efficient man, silently endured the shame of unpaid 
bills because his salary was in arrears. The most 
valuable asset the parish has is the Rector’s best 
work and buoyant spirit. 

We are well aware that, when a church depends 
upon fairs, entertainments and spasmodic efforts, it 
loses its dignity and influence throughout the whole 
community. When a Vestry develops and sustains 
with energy systematic and business-like methods 
for gathering in the income, it is surprising how 
steadily the amount increases; the raising of the 
Rector’s salary becomes possible, and there is cheer 
and buoyancy all along the line. 

In a well-ordered parish, Rector and Vestry work 
together as one, the Rector leading, the Vestry sup- 
porting him with full confideace and loyalty. 


* As the Vestry represents the parish, I wish that 
it were possible for the members of the Vestry to 
know personally a larger proportion of the people 
of the parish. The Rector knows all.. The Vestry- 
man usually knows but very few. It is not his 
fault; he has no means of knowing them. At the 
same time, I am confident that, if the people of the 
parish knew their officers better, and the officers, be- 
ing earnest and enthusiastic men, knew the whole 
people, there would be vastly more unity and more 
momentum to the parish life than there is today. 
How that may be accomplished I leave to you. I 
am sure, however, that our ‘parishes would do a 
mightier work if, by mutual acquaintance and a 
sympathy which comes with it, there were more 
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esprit de corps. It is that which wins the battle, 
whether it be in a South African war or in the battle 
against godlessness in a town of Massachusetts. 


CANON 45. 
Of the Due Celebration of Sundays. 

All persons within this church shall celebrate and 
keep the Lord’s Day, commonly called Sunday, in 
hearing the word of God read and taught, in pri- 
vate and public prayer, in other exercises of devo- 
tion, and in acts of charity, using all godly and sober 
conversation. 

CANON 41. 

A communicant removing from one parish to an- 
other shall procure from the Rector (if any) of the 
parish of his last residence, or, if there be no Rector, 
from one of the Wardens, a certificate stating that 
he or she is a communicant in good standing, and 
the Rector of the parish or congregation to which 
he or she removed shall not be required to receive 
him or her as a communicant until such letter be 
produced. P 

CANON 46. 
Of Church Music. 

It shall be the duty of every Minister of this 
church, with such assistance as he may see fit to 
employ from persons skilled in music, to give order 
concerning the tunes to be sung at any time in his 
church, and especially it shall be his duty to sup- 
press all light and unseemly music, and all indecency 
and irreverence in the performance by which vain 
and ungodly persons profane the service of the 
sanctuary. . 

CANON 40. 
Of Marriage and Divorce. 


If any person be joined together otherwise than 
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as God’s Word doth allow, their marriage is not 
lawful. 

No Minister, knowingly after due inquiry, shall 
solemnize the marriage of any person who has a di- 
vorced husband or wife still living, if such husband 
or wife has been put away for any cause arising 
after marriage; but this Canon shall not be held to 
apply to the innocent party in a divorce for cause 
of adultery, or to parties once divorced seeking to 
be united again. 

The Rector should always be consulted before ar- 
rangements are made for marriages, funerals, bap- 
tisms or churchings. 

The Rubric before the office for the visitation of 
the sick requires: “When any person is sick, no- 
tice thereof should be given to the Minister of the 
parish. The Rector is always ready to visit those 
in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other ad- 
versity, and to administer the Holy Communion to 
such as are prevented by sickness or other infirmity 
from coming to the church.”

; HISTORY 

Early in the forties the village of Richmond, on the 
Delaware, began to assume considerable proportions, and 
the permanency of the place being reasonably assured, in 
the year 1846 if was considered advisable to gather to- 
gether a congregation favorable to the Protestant Epis- 
copal form of worship and organize a parish. In further- 
ance of this object a number of persons met on the 27th 
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of October, 1846, and by a formal resolution decided that 
it was “expedient” to organize and form a Protestant 
Episcopal congregation and that the name of the church 
be “The Church of the Messiah, Port Richmond,” after 
which an election for vestrymen took place, resulting in 
the choice of the following persons: Thomas H. Powers, 
Arthur G. Coffin, Joseph H. Hildebrun, John Bohlen, Jr., 
Lewis R. Ashhurst, pee Robinson, Marshall Hill, 
Harry Conrad, David Woelpper, John W. Thomas, Mat- 
thew MicPaul and Richard Moffit. 

On the 30th of October the organization was perfect- 
ed by the unanimous election. of the Rev. John Gordon 
Maxwell as rector. Mr. Maxwell retained the rectorship 
but three months, when the Rev. Samuel Hazlehurst was 
elected, his salary being fixed at $400 per annum. On the 
27th of January, 1847, the organization was duly incor- 
porated. 

No permanent home had been secured and the ques- 
tion was, Where to build? iu 

Anxiety about location was definitely settled by the 
tender of an eligible site on Huntingdon street, east of 
Thompson, by Dr. B. S. Janney. 

Several architects were asked to submit plans. The 
one finally adopted was that of James Notman. 

On the 20th of May the corporation was admitted into 
union with the Convention. The perfected plans being 
received and ground broken, the corner-stone of the new 
church was laid June 28, the Rt. Rev. Alonzo Potter. 
Bishop of Pennsqylvania, officiating, assisted by the rec- 
tor, Rev. Samuel Hazlehurst. Several choirs from the city 
assisted in the service. Among those present were Rev. 
Messrs. Newton and Harris. 

The Building Committee consisted of Messrs George 
L. Harrison, Robert Henderson, John L. Goddard, John 
J. Reese and Thomas A. Newhall. So energetic were they 
in the discharge of their duty that by Christmas Day the 
basement was ready for occupancy, and the Feast of the 
Incvarnation was observed there. 


The superstructure was pushed to completion so ra- 


pidly that the congregation was able to worship in the 
church on Easter Day, April 23, 1848, and order was taken 


‘for its consecration on the following day. Accordingly, 


on the 24th of April, 1848, the new edifice was “consecrat- 
ed and set aprt and henceforth separated from all un- 
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hallowed, ordinary and common uses, and dedicated to Al- 
mighty God,” by Bishop Potter. 

The service began at 11 o’clock. The Sentence of 
Consecration was read by therector, Rev. Samuel Hazle- 
hurst. Morning Prayer was begun by the Rev. Mr. 
Maxwell, of Emmanuel Church, Kensington. He was 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Spackman, of St. Mark’s, Frank- 
ford; Rev. Mr. Howe, of St. Luke’s, Philadelphia. The 
Bishop preached. There were present of the Clergy, Rev. 
Messrs, Colhoun, J. M. Douglass, Fowles, Gardiner, God- 
dard, Hall, Harris, Miller, Quinan, Randell, Stratton Sud- 
dards, Van Pelt, Vaughan, Bowens, Diehl, Rodney and 
Wilberger. 

In style the church is of the early English order of 
Gothic architecture, built in the form of a Latin cross, and 
has a seating capacity of 600. It cost about $6200. 

Regular services have been held ever since its conse- 
cration and many thousands have received from the minis- 
trations of its various clery consolation, admonition, the 
Word of Life, Baptism and Holy Communion. 

The following list indicates those who, as rectors, 
have ministered at its altar; Rev. John Gordon Maxwell, 
Rev. Samuel Hazlehurst, Rev. Joel Rudderow, Rev. Reese 
C. Evans, Rev. T. P. Hutchinson, Rev. Jacob I. Miller, 
Rev. L. N. Voight, Rev. E. S. Widdemer and Rev. C. L. 
Fulforth. 

The latter took charge November 30, 1890. The Sun- 
day School was then held in an ill-ventilated, badly light- 
ed and unattractive basement. Almost the first thing up- 
on assuming the rectorship, Mr. Fulforth undertook to 
secure more genial and commodious quarters. By per- 
severance and energy he soon satisfied the long-felt want, 
and the congregation had the pleasure of possessing one 
of the most suitable and convenient parish houses in the 
city. 

Ahe corner-stone was laid by Bishop Whitaker on 
April 30, 1892. Besides the rector, the Revs. J. A. Good- 
fellow and B. J. Douglass-were present, 

The new building corresponds in architecture with 
the church, and has ample accommodations for carrying 
on all the various acfivities of the parish. 

The fiftieth anniversary was observed October 25, 
1896, and a week of special services was held and ser- 
mons appropriate to the occasion were delivered, as fol- 
lows:

During the incumbency of the present Rector many 

improvements have been made— 
he interior of the church has been changed. A wood- 
en ceiling. the gift of Mrs. John W. Bain, was put in; a 
new organ, font, lights secured. 

In 1908 the Athletic Association reconstructed the 
chancel, putting in a hardwood floor. The Rector pro- 
cured a new Altar (memorial to all the deceased in the 
parish), a brass sanctuary rail, brass. onyx and oak choir 
rail, brass lectern, the gift of Mr. William Grier and Mrs. 
Harry Boreland, in memory of their mother and sister: a 
brass, onyx and oak pulpit, from Mrs. J. W. Bain, in 
memoriam John W. and Howard Bain. 

The Altar cross presented by Mrs. Jeremiah Raker 
in memory of her husband. 

The sterling Communion set was given by Mrs. Paul 
Norton. i i 

The piano for the Sunday School was the gift of Miss 
Jennie McGarvey. 

The new carpet was donated by the Athletic Asso- 
ciation. ; ; 

The vested choir was the natural outgrowth of the 
times, and the desire of the choristers themselves to be de- 
cently habited in the sanctuary. All vestments were pro- 
vided by the boys and girls and given to the church. 

November 30, 1910, Rev. C. L. Fulforth celebrated 
his twentieth anniversary. A service commemorative of 
the occasion was held. Evening prayer was taken by 
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Rev. H. J. Cook, D. D., Rev. J. H. Hayman and the Rec- 
tor. 
: Rev Samuel Upjohn, D. D» said the Service of Bene- 
diction’ of the New ‘Chancel. j 

Addresses were made by the Rev. John A. Good- 
fellow, Dean of the North Philadelphia Convocation, Rev. 
G. L. Richardson, Rev. H. F. Fuller. 

Other clergymen present were: Rev. Joseph Manuel, 
Rev, R. M. Doherty, Rey. R. G Osborn. 

‘Through the efforts of the Rector new choir stalls, 
hymn tablets, credence, clergy seats and Bishop’s chair 
(the three latter given by Mrs. Paul Norton and Mr. Ed- 
win Bain in memory of their mother, Mrs. John W. Bain) 
were’ secured. 

During the Summer of 1912 an adequate steam heat- 
ing plant was installed, greatly adding to the comfort of 
all, ; 

Since the first of the year 1914, the church has been 
greatly beautified by the installation of nine memorial 
windows. From an artistic standpoint they will compare 
favorably with those in any of our churches. The color 
scheme is'most pleasing. The central idea dominating the 
entire set is the Messiah, each figure representing Jesus 
in*some great act in the work of redemption. 

‘We see Him as the Light of the World, the Sower, 
Saving Peter, Blessing Children, Saying, “Come unto ‘Me,” 
in Gethsemane; Carrying the Cross to Calvary; His Bap- 
tism. The most striking of all is the triple window fac- 
ing on Huntingdon street. This represents three angels 
in the attitude of adoration, prayer and praise. It is in 
memory of the late Superintendent of the Sunday School, 
Mr .Adam Rutherford.

WARDENS AND VESTRYMEN 
By Rt. Rev. William Lawrence, D. D., Bishop of 
Massachusetts 


What are the Duties of Church Wardens? 

The ancient traditions are that by them “Churches be 
kept in sufficient reparation,’ “bread and wine be pro- 
vided against every Communion,” loiterers be not suffered 
near the church in time of Divine Service,” and ‘ disturbers 
of Divine Service be presented.” These, with a few other 
traditions, suggest the Wardens’ duties in three relations. 

(1) The Wardens have the general care of the fabric 
of the church, parish house and rectory. It is their duty 
to see not only that everything is kept in decent repair, 
but that the whole appearance of the buildings is worthy 
of God’s temple. It is for them and not for the Rector to 
see that the. walls are well painted and the roo ftight; 
that the church lawn is well kept; that after a snow 
storm the church’s sidewalk be not the last one on the 
street to be cleaned; also that the interior of the church 
be well appointed; that the carpets be whole, the walls 
and ceiling slean and free from weather stains, that 
the chancel and pews be fresh and dustless. To them be- 
longs the arduous duty of seeing that the church. which 
probably has no modern means of ventilation, is well 
ventilated, and that the temperature of church and Sunday 
Schools is good. 
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(2) The Wardens, with the Rector, prepare for the ad- 
ministration of the Holy Communion, and indeed for all 
the services of the church. They are the bodyguard of 
the Rector, ready to respond to any reasonable request, 
quick to aid him in his work, attentive to his interests. 

They “receive the alms in a decent basin and rever- 
ently bring it to the priest.’ It is a dignified and repre- 
sentative act, that of the Wardens giving the alms of the 
people into the hands of the priest. 

(3) The Wardens guard and assist the devotions of 
the congregation. Whatever tends toward ediflcation—the 
seating of the people, the reception of strangers, the pro- 
vision for prayer books, and hymnals—falls within the 
Wardens’ province. 3 

What are the, Duties of the Vestry? 

The Vestry, as a body, stands responsible for the 
financial condition of the parish. The duty og raising 
money cannot be given over to the Rector or the Treas- 
urer or some active Vestryman. While one or another 
may take certain lines of work, the responsibility is with 
the whole Vestry; and no good Vestryman will hear the 
Treasurer report a deficit or a delay in the payment of the 
Rector’s salary without a sense of shame and a resolu- 
tion that he will try to prevent its happening again. 
Above all other institutions, the church should bear a 
high name for financial honor. Business integrity is es- 
sential to the efficiency of a parish. 

There is, as a rule, money enough in the people’s in- 
come to support the church. One discovers this when 
some object of special interest arises. I have known a 
parish raise enough money in a few weeks to purchase a 
fine organ, while their Rector, an efficient man, silently 
endured the shame of unpaid bills because his salary was 
in arrears. The most valuable asset the parish has is the 
Rector’s best work and buoyant spirit. 

We are well aware that, when a church depends upon 
fairs, entertainments and spasmodic efforts, it loses its 
dignity and influence throughout the whole community. 
When a Vestry develops and sustains. with energy sys- 
tematic and business-like methods for gathering in the 
income, it is surprising how steadily the amount increases; 
the raising of the Rector’s salary becomes possible, and 
there is cheer and buoyancy all along the line. 

In a well-ordered parish, Rector and Vestry work to- 
gether as one, the Rector leading, the Vestry supporting 
him with full confidence and loyalty. 


= 
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As the Vestry represents the parish, I wish that it 
were possible for the members of the Vestry to know per- 
sonally a larger proportion of the people of the parish. 
The Rector knows all. The Vestryman usually knows but 
very few. It is not his fault; he has no means of knowing 
them. At the same time, I am confident that, if the peo- 
ple of the parish knew their officers better, and the officers 
being earnest and enthusiastic men, knew the whole peo- 
ple, there would be vastly more unity and more momen- 
tum to the parish life than there is today. I am sure, 
however, that our parishes would do a mightier work if, 
by mutual acquaintance and a sympathy which comes with 
it, there were more esprit de corps. It is that which wins 
the battle, whether it be in a South African war or in 
the battle against godlessness in a town of Massachu- 
setts.

CANON 40 
Of Marriage and Divorce 
If any person be joined together otherwise than as 
God’s Word doth allow, their marriage is not lawful. 
No minister, knowingly after due inquiry, shall 
solemnize the marriage of any person who has a divorced 
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husband or wife still living, if such husband or wife has 
been put away for any cause arising after marriage; but 
this Canon shall not be held to apply to the innocent 
party in a divofce for cause of adultery, or to parties once 
divorced seeking to be united again. 

The Rector should always be consulted before ar- 
rangements are made for marriages, funerals, baptisms or 
churchings. 

The Rubric before the office for the visitation of the 
sick requires: “When any person is sick notice thereof 
should be given to the Minister of the parish. The Rec- 
tor is always ready to visit those in trouble, sorrow, need, 
sickness, or any other adversity, and to administer the 
Holy Communion to. such as are prevented by sickness 
or other infirmity from coming to the church.” 

CANON 41 

A communicant removing from one parish to another 
shall procure from the Rector (if any) of the parish of his 
last residence, or, if there be no Rector, from one of the 
Wardens, a certificate stating that he or she is a com- 
municant in good standing, and the Rector of the parish 
or congregation to which he or she removed shall not be 
required to receive him or her as a communicant until 
such letter be produced. ! 


CANON 45 
Of the Due Celebration of Sundays 
All persons within this church shall celebrate and 
keep the Lord’s Day, commonly called Sunday, in hearing 
the word of God read and taught, in private and public 
prayer, in other exercises of devotion, and in acts of 
charity, using all godly and sober conversation. 


CANON 46 

It shall be the duty of every Minister of this church, 
with such assistance as he may see fit to employ from per- 
sons skilled in music, to give order concerning the tunes 
to be sung at any time in his church, and especially it 
shall be his duty to suppress all light and unseemly mu- 
sic, and all indecency and irreverence in the perform- 
ance by which vain and ungodly persons profane the ser- 
vice of the sanctuary. 

Parishioners are requested to give prompt notice of 
changes of residence.
